New York Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 


One of the most peculiar and striking 
features in our great printing houses is their 
immense stores of stereotype piates. They 
are stored in vaults beneath the sidewalk,an:! 
are hence safe from fire. Booksellers never 
keep such property intaeirown possession. 
The printer sets the type and casts the 
plaies, which arethen used for presswork. 
When the printing is done these plates are 
packed in small boxes, each containing about 
thirty pounds of metal, and stored iu the 
vault. When another edition is called for 
the plates are got out and again placed 
on tbe ress. A set of stereotype 
plates will print 100,000 impressions, 
after which it should be recast, bp ut it is 
seldom that any book reaches such a sale as 
thie. A volume which reaches 5,000 does very 
well, and few ever exceed that number, while 
of the greater number hardly 1,000 are sold. 
You can see in Harpers’ vaults nearly a ship- 
load of boxes containing such material. Lach 
box is labeled with the name of the book, 
and thus all confusion is avoided. Harpers’ 
stock of plates must have cost $150,000. If 
any book ceases to sel), the plates are melte:! 
for fresh use, and every year this house th::x 
renovates a portion of theirstock. Very few 
people have any idea of the immense «juan- 
tity of metal thus put into use. An ordinary 
rovel will fill eight boxes weighing forty 

ounds apieee. Such a work..as Appletons’ 

‘neyclopedia would require 200 boxes or 
about four tons of metal. When you enter « 
hook-store and gaze on the varied works, and 
then remember that thev are in almost cvery 
instacce stereotyped, you may form some iviva 


of the amount of metal thus employed.

The Men Who Shot the Mayor Found Guilty 
and Fined, 

The case of JohnJd. McLean vs. Marcellius 
Mouche rout was given to the jury in the Belle- 
ville Circuit Court about seven o'clock last 
evening, and at half-past nine a verdict was 
rendered finding Moucherout guilty. The 
suit, it willbe remembered, grew out of a dis- 
pute over a piece of property in the 
suburbs of the city. Moucherout and McLean 
both claimed the same piece of property. 
Moucherout held possession, and on the 28th 
Of lust April,when the high water was atits 
highest stage, McLean and two police-ofticers 
went to the disputed vyround ror 
the purpose of having il fence 
built and trying Motcherout’s mettle. 
The piece of property was under about seven 
feet of water when the Mayor and his body 
vuard arrived, but this did not deter them 
homtheirpurpose. Two nevroes, whom the 
Mavor had taken with him, were ordered to 
bevin work. Moucherout appeare« and order- 
Ce the Mayor and his men to leave 
the premises. A war of words followed, 
in which McLean and his mev were apparently 
successful, Mauchcrout retreating towards his 
house. tle reappeared shortly afterwards 
with ashotgun and pointed it at the Mayor’s 
party. Thetwo police and negroes scrambled 
behind trees, but McLean wus not so fortunate, 
soine ofthe shot striking him in the face, 
ruining the sight of one of his eyes. 
McLean returned fire with a revolver, the bul- 
let striking Mouchevyout in the neck, inflictinga 
(flesh wound, McLean was curried home, 
where he lay fur a month ina very dangerous 
condition. Thetrial attracted a very large 
crowd and was watched with interest by many 
interested parties. both sides secure: able attor- 
neys, Holder, Halbert and Noctling appearing 
tor McLean and Moucherout being defended 
by Bennett, Perrin amd Dill. ‘The defense 
buiittheir hopes of acquittal on sbowing the 
Mayor and police to be desperate characters, 
and had no regard ftér the feelingsot the pros- 
ecuting witnesses. The untortunate§ affair 
of McLean's, which terminated in 
the oes of Sadler, his vest friend, 
was vividly pictured to the jury. 
The troubles of i878 and Js; were all re- 
viewed to show the character of Officer Wal- 
lice, and the riot which took place on the 30th 
ot June, ’79, which. resulted inthe death ot 
three men atthe hands of the party, in which 
Wallace took a prominent part, was retold to 
the jury, and had au lasting ef- 
fect, McLean was deeply moved, and regretted 
the necessity of .calling those events, which 
wasa disgrace to the city and so repugnant to 
all who had the misfortunes of being implica- 
ted. Hisown sad affair with Sadler he re- 
vretted most sincerely and would not have it 
reculled for all East st. Louis. The 
shooting was purely accidental, the intended 
Vietim being Bill McLaughlin. The 
jury were divided at the close of the aru- 
iients, and, a tertwo hours’ wrangling, com- 
promi-ed on a verdictof wuiltv, with a rec- 
ommendation to the Judge to impose the 
lightest tine possible. The Judge, after a 
lengthy uddress, tined Moucherout $v and 
costs, bDuton motion of Mr. Bennett reduced 
the fine $10. The tine and costs will amountto 
abont $70.

A large gatheringin Judge Lindley’s court 
this morninpg at the opening hour indicated 
that something of an unusual character was 
about to transpire. The Judge arrived late and 
looked down from his bench upon a crowded 
bar, the prominent figures of which were 
the counsel connected with the Police Loard 
scandal andthe gambling imbroglio. As soon 
asthe ear ot the court conld be obtained John 
D. Johnson said: ‘fIn the suit of Chas. P. 
Johnegon against Wm. L. Ewing and others, 
Which was an action for libel based upon the 
publication of anaflidavitinade by one Mor- 
van Boland and one J. D. Black, 1 desire here 
to enter a dismissal as to Ferd. . Ken- 
nett, E. ) Simmons and Frank J. 
Bowman. Theremaining parties defendant 
in this suit whom we hold liable are William 
LL. Ewing and John H.Maxon. From informa- 
tion which has cometothe knowledge.of the 
plaintiff we are satisfied that at the time of the 
alleged publication neither Chief hennett nor 
the other two parties, Lowman and Simmons, 
were responsible for its procurement. We 
are satistied from the information since receiv- 
ed that these parties Knew nothing of the 
means or circumstances attending the 
procurement of such altidavit. The attorney 
defendant, we are convinced, acted solely asa 
counselor at lawinthe matrer. There have 
been certain allusions made.’’ 

The Court: ‘‘Mr. Johnson will] you allow the 
Court tointerrupt you? TheCourtissiting here 
totry cases and not to hear any statements 
and explanations inthe matter to which you 
allude. If any ventilation is sougnt it can be 
done elsewhere; the pressis only too anxious 
to give publication to such matters. 

Mr. Johuson: Your IJlonor, thisisa public 
fonum, and the statement I desire to make 
bears directly upon the dismissal as to 
some ot these defendants. There are public 
interests involved in the issucs of this suit. 

The court—Well, you desire to dismiss as to 
certain parties, and thatis allthere isinit. | 
ain waiting to go on with my «docket, which is 
heavily burdened, and I shall not sit here to 
listen to anything but the trial of cases before 
me. Toomuch use is made of the courts to 
biing matters before the public, and itjcannot 
be done here. 

Mr. Johnson: Your Gonor, I have the right 
to let our motives be known bere for dismiss- 
ing as to some of the defendants. 

The Court, sharply: The plaintiff finds that 
these parties have not -been offensive to him 
and he dismisses as to their. What more is 
necessary to be said? 

Mr. Johnson: If the court will bear with me 
only a moment I wish to sav that certain state- 
ments were made on Saturday tothe effect that 
Clerk Clabby, of the Criminal Couit, would 
te-tify astothe plaintiff in this suit, and that 
one Boland had in his possession a certain let- 
ter purporting to be from the plaintiff which 
would be produced. The attorney against 
whom we now dismissis here to makea state- 
ment. 

The Court, sharply: I see him here, but 1 do 
not propose to hear from him. I will see 
whether I preside over this court and its pro- 
ceedings or not. 

Mr. Johnson: The attorney defendant is 
prepared to state that heis now convinced 
that such letter is not in the 
possession of Boland, and that Mr. Clabby 
would not testify in the way requested.

MAMMOTH CAVE. 


Facts About the Temperature—A Poor 
Sanitarium. 
From a Letter to Cincinna i Commercial. 

The entrance to the cave is at the end ofa 
ravine back of the Cave Hotel, and 118 feet 
below the building. The visitor goes down 
a winding path until he arrives at the. place 
where the ravine seems to have run up 
against a precipitous bluff and knocked a 
huge hole inthe hillside.
